my laſt Letter you know that Mon- 


' Lfiew Tilly was thea marching towards 
the Duke Chriſtian of Branſwick then in the 
land of Heſſen, not farre from Frankford. 
The Duke foone after tooke Hoeft a towne 
and caſtle of the Ele&or of Menrs, ſtan. 
ding vpon the Mayne before Frankford, 
vyhcre he had newes that Tilly and Gon- 
5 ioyncdand marched to.him oucr the: 
Maync-at Aſchburg vvith an army of 40. 
m. as was giuen out, I thinke not much 
leſſe then 30.m. yet he reſolucd to abide ir 
rather then the hazard of a retrait. And 
they thercupon marched on furiouſly by 
Hanaw and Frankford.” The Duke in the 
meane time prouided himfelfe the beſt he 
could to recciue them, fſecing on the ad- 
uantage of the ground, intrenching, him- 
ſelec, and burning the villages by which 
the cnemy vvere ta march to him. 
This dane, he ſent hether to the Count of 
Man(- 
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Morfeldto let him know in what poſhire 
he ſtood, and that he would doe the beſt 
he could to hold -himlſelfe (o, rill the Count 
might march to him, for whole paſlage, 
ortis owne'retreate if he were forced w 
it, prepared to make a Bridge ourr the 
Mayne, This newes came to the Counte 
Mansfield as Hee was Marching oucr the 
Rhyne, with defſcigne ro hauc gone to 
breake the bridge at Oppenhemn, or that 
faylin g, to hauc madeſome other diuerft- 
on on that ſide, thereby to hauc eaſed the 
Duke of Brunſwyck, by giuing Gonzales oc- 
caſton ro looke backward. But herevpon 
Hee the ſame inſtant commaunded- ftxue 
troupes of horſc to march ouer the Neccar 
rowards the Duke intending to haue follo- 
wed himfelte with the reli of his army this 
day. Bur we hauc this morning newes, that 
chcDuke was beaten yeltcrday.The maner 
and mealure of'it. is yet variouſly related, 
butT hope to adde it to this before cloſe 
it. In the meane to doe all I may, againit 
the fuddayne diſpatch of the poſt, I hear- +

I muſt cloſe this Letter and yet haue no 
more ccrtainticef the defear of the Duke 
of Bruarfwick, but that hee never gaue Bat- 
tle, but having beencextreamly moleſted 
by the Encmics Cannon, who had rwcluc 

eces at leaſt, whereas the Duke had but 
rwo: through ſome confuſion among his 


mcn hce was forced to retire oucr the - 


Bridge he had made over the Maine, by 
the breaking vyherecof, many of his foote 
were drowned, others cut off being hin- 
dred by carriages, they all arcloſt as well 
ofbaggage as munition, ſaving the Dukes 
o\vne Wagons, Wherein his money was, 
His Horſe eſcaped well , ſome ouer the 
Bridge, other are forced oucr the dee 

that they were put to Swimme, bo 
wx hich meanes ſome number of them 
alſo are loſt, and among them the Count 
Leneſtln who married Miſtreſſe Dulh, 
thought to bee one, the number can

ly to aſſure any goods, Mcrchandiſes, or 
Ships, of whatſoever Fort or kinde the

rents, 1n any manner \vhatſoever : De- 
claring all and cucry one of fuch Aſſu- 
rances made, or here aftor ro be made 
for nought, and of no value.

Commiſſioners of the Courts of Aﬀſu- 


rauce, or orher whom this may con- 
cerne, 1 gue tudzemenc of ſuch Aſſu-

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rances: And here bcſides the Aſſurances, 
that ſhall be found ro haue made ſuch

And becauſc none here afrer ſhall pre- 
tend ignorance, We require, and intrear 
the States, the Governours, the commir-

| Hilland, and Weſtyrieſland, Sealanl, Virecht, 
Vrieſlm{, OveNſſell, the Cittic Grerogen, 
and the Lands abour it, and all other [u- 
ſtices and Officers, whom this may 
rouch, that they Commannd this Our 
Order preſently to bee Proclaimed and 
Publiſhed where iris viuall, Proceeding 
and cauſing to bee proceeded againſt che 
Tranſgreſſorsand offenders of the ſame, 
without any favour diflimulation or 
compoſition, ſecing wee finde it conve- 


njcut for the good of theſe Lands.
